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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: During patent examination, the pending clainns 
nnust be "given their broadest reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification." In re Hyatt, 211 F.3d 1367, 1372, 54 USPQ2d 
1664, 1667 (Fed. CIr. 2000). Applicant always has the opportunity to annend the claims during prosecution, and broad interpretation by 
the examiner reduces the possibility that the claim, once issued, will be interpreted more broadly than is justified. In re Prater, 415 F.2d 
1393, 1404-05, 162 USPQ 541, 550-51 (CCPA 1969). Applicant argues in the Remarks that Elliot does not show tasks initiated by a 
database session. Elliot shows that during a database session, there are tasks such as accessing voice mails, faxmails, emails and 
pages ([3276], etc.). Applicant argues that Elliot further teaches not requiring independent logon sessions. However, it is not claimed 
that there is a requirement for independent logon sessions. Applicant argues that the Applicant's invention is assigning a weight to each 
group of tasks and not to a packet of information that is being transmitted across a network. However, the task is the transmitting and 
the priorities are the weights. Claims 2, 4, 12, and 14 are objected and would be allowable if written in independent form. 
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
